In the year 1755 J was troubled with a com> 
plication of diſorders, which ſoon obliged me 
to think of getting rid of them; for this purpoſe 
I had recourſe to the moſt able practitioners 
in phyſick and ſurgery. They told me my diſorders 
were , an erratick or flying Rheumatiſme, a 
commencing Gout and a weakneſs of the ſtomack: 
that the firſt was occaſioned by an acrid , 
ſalty and thick humour, which prick'd and irritated 
my membranes : that the ſecond proceeded from 
an humout of nearly. the ſame nature, which

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ſoft contact, an action and diſtribution conformable 


to the otrpols of nature, to conſtitute in us a ſtate 
of perfect life. 

That the different parts which compoſe the 
human body are ſubject to laws of motion, whence 


proceeds the action of the ſolids on the fluids, and 


the reaftion of the fluids on the ſolids during the 
entire courſe of lite. That the reſult of thoſe 
combin'd action is an equilibrium, which conſtitutes 
the ſtate of health, bur if diſturbed , gives rife to 
a great many phyſical ills which tend to impair it. 


Thar thoſe ills are always occaſioned either by the 


fault of the ſolids or a depravation of the fluids , 
ſometimes by both , that an infiniry of cauſes can 
produce them; that it's of great advantage to 
mankind, that it's not always neceſſary to know 
its intimate ſtructure in order that the healing art 
may ſucceſsfully attack the effects. 

+ Thar the lymph, that precious liquor which 
acts ſo great a part in the animal ceconomy , 
become viſcous, acrie or thick , whether by the uſe 
of aliment , which have the qualities neceſſary to 
perform thoſe pernicious changes, or by the 
properties of the atmoſtphere in which we live, 
or the paſſions of the mind, or from any cauſe 
whatſoever ; this change becomes ſoon evident by 
the ſymptomes which are proper to it, which 
diſturbs the parts and organs which this liquor 
penetrates. 

That from this unnatural quality of the lymph, 
proceed thoſe frequent obſtructions of the conglo- 
bate glands, ſuch as the jugular, the occipital, 
the cervical , the parotides, the axillary , 
the inguinal, the iliack, lumbar, meſenterick , 
bepatick , &c. Thoſe frequent ſwellings in 
the joints, thoſe fluxions on the membraneous 


Parts, en the * in the bowels; aſtections 
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to tumours and other diſorders ; in short to thoſe 
_ teterous eruptions which ſpread themſelves allover

which give ciſe to the rheumatiſme, accute pains 
ja the limbs and other different parts of the body, 


the body , and often degenerate into ulcers and 
puſtules, according to the degree of accrimony that 
this liquor has contracted. 

That the cauſe of this eruption of lymph, often 
conſiſts in the exaltation of ſalts, ro which the oily 
parts of this fluid ſerved as ſetters. That the conſe- 
quence of this exaltation is a thickneſs and viſcoſity 
in this fluid, which renders its progreſs ſlower , a 
ſtagnation in the ſmaller veſſels and at length in the 
larger : that this ſtagnation diſturbs the elaſtick 
motion of the ſides of the veſſels, and fo encreaſes 
the diſorder, by adding a vice of the ſolids to that 
of the fluids. The conſequences of which I thought 
I could draw from this doctrine encouraged me. 1 
hoped to be perfectly cured, if I could be lucky 
enough, to diſcover an agent capable of diſſolving 
this humoral vice , which was the cauſe of ſo many 
diſorders. 

I imagined that the corpuſcles of all fluids, when 
once their nature was changed or vitiated by any 
cauſe whatſoever , their principles diſunited , reu- 
nited in a manner different from their natural 
configuration , aſſembled under different forms 
oppoſite to their ſpherical figure, perhaps con- 
tracted their acrid , ſalty , viſcous , penetrating 
ty, in proportion with the exaltarion of their 

Its, and a new combination of their parts , which 
tender d their ſurfaces rough, crooked, angular: 
a pernicious union, tending to vitiate the other fluids 


Which meet them, to deſtroy all the ſolids and pro- 
*guce concretions, cohaſions, ſtagnations, obſtruc- 
ions, &c. cauſe of the greater part of our diſorders. 
That thoſe vitiated fluids , should by heir 
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figure ſeize each other in their courſe , heap one 
on the other, afterwads compoſe maſſes of a fize 
exaeding the diamether of the veſſels which 
contain them , conſequently preſent obſtacles to 
the circulation, occaſion a reflux , cauſe by this 
diſorder an accelerated action in the veſſels, too 
great an organick action of the arteries , augment 
their play, and produce a motion which according 
to its action more or leſs precipitaded , its 
intervals, its paroxiſmes, or the ſympromes more 
or leſs violent that attend it, its commonly known 
by the name of accute, ſlow, continued, mali- 
gnant, putrid, tertian , quartan fever, &c. That 
this feverich motion was in this caſe a mechanick 
action of nature, tending to blunt the angles of 
thoſe depraved fluids, to break their parts, make 
them round, and conſequently reſtore them the 
figure requiſite, to facilitate their iſſue by perspira- 
tion „or other uſual paſſages. 

That as this manner of expulſion is the only 
means which nature ſeems to aſſect on all occakons 
to free herfelf from all morbifick matter, the 
ſource of diſorders as well internal as cutaneous , 
my beſt method was to follow her ſteps, be directed 
by her operations, aſſiſt her eftorts, and render 
the work which she began compleat. The choiſe 
of a mild and diſſolving purgative, ſeemed to me the 
only means of anſwering theſe views, and delivering 
me from pains whoſe ſtubbornneſs encreaſed my 
grief daily. 

I therefore looked for diſſolving ſubſtances , 
capable of infinite diviſion , not ſubject to undergoe 
in the digeſtion all thoſe changes which owe food 
and the ordinari purges ſuffer, which by their figure 
ſuitable to our organs., may penetrate them, without 
changing in any manner whatſoever their nature 
or motion; that were capable of penetrating and 
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"dividing the molecules which compoſe the viuated 
humours , which decompoſed them, & afterwards 
carried off by the cutaneous pores their moſt 
volatile elements, and groſſer parts by ſtool or

I thought I had diſcover'd theſe properties in 


he lixivial ſalts, which the plants of this country 
furnigh in abundance, and by the expreſſion, calci- 
nation and digeſtion of diſlerent ſimples which [ 
obtained by the uſual means, and purified afterwards 
by a ſecond chimical proceſs. This compoſition 
joined with other ſubſtances, each capable of 
operating the lighteſt ſecretions , preſented a ſalu- 
brious virtue, wh ch, each of its ingredients taken 
ſeperately, did not poſeſs. 

; I obſerved in the nature of ſalts, a maſs ſuſ- 
ceptible of diviſion and ſubdiviſion into a million 
of parts; a collection of homogene corpuſcles, 
upon which the action of a moderate fire, tritu- 
ration, diſſolution had no other eſſect than that 
of dividing its parts, without producing the leaſt 
change in their proper configuration; ſo that eazh 
particle almoſt inſenſible, even with the help of 
glaſſes, always appears equal in figure to its mals 
from which it has been ſeperated. 

I perceived in the product of digeſtions, action 
and calcinations, an oil, a volatile ſalt, and other eſ- 
ſences capable of mixing with the digeſtive juices, of 
favouring the action of lixivial ſalts, and of producing 
by their union, a perfect analogy with owe ſolids, 
their pores md all the tivids eſſential to life; and [ 
'foreſaw that all thoſe parts combined wy quan- 
tities proportionable tho their reſpective qualities, 
would compoſe a maſs which adminiſtred in propex 
. - Qoles, would be divided in the ſtomack by means 
"of the digeſtive liquids and agents. That their infinite 


anf Would ſoon favour their admittance into 
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all the parts of the body, principally into the 


narrow orifices of the lacteal veins, into their ducts, 
into all their veſſels, and even into their moſt remote 
and ſmalleſt ramiſications. That they would flip 
lizhily over all the ſurfaces of thoſe corpuſcles, 
which are ſmooth and polish'd ; and ſtop only on the 
vitiated bodies, whoſe rough and uneven ſurfaces 
retained them neceſſarly; that they would become 
their menſttuum, by penetrating and dividing their 
parts, and reſtoring them their former fluidiry : I hat 
nature would compleat the task, by expelling , by 
the natural oſcillation of the ſolids, thoſe degene- 
rate bodies, already divided by the action of the 
remedy, and conſequently deſtroy all concretion , 
coheſion, ſtagnation, obſtruction, viſcoſity, and finally 
rceſtablich health, by removing the cauſe of the 
diſorders. 
Thoſe reflections were very agreable to a ſick 
perſon who ardently covered to get rid of his 
diſorder; but practice was ſtill neceſſary to prove 
them either true or falſe. 
I therefore in the year 1759 mixed all thoſe 
ingredients under the form of bolus's or pills. I 
ſwallowed half a drachm of them, aud drank imme- 
diately after 5 or 6 glaſſes of meer water; I 
ſoon perceived the good cffect which I had reaſon 
to expect from it, for in two hours after my pains 
were alleviated, I enjoy'd that day a happiuneſe 
with which I was unacquainted for many years, and 
during ſucceeding night, a quiet fleep which I had 
been for ſa long a time deprived of.

From thoſe ſymptomes , which i thought pro-

_ Miſs Acquitanius ...... of intermitting fevers , 
weakneſs of the ſtomach, pains, and head-achs. ' 
Mr. Begue, Lawyer, agent of the office de la 
Redemption , of teterous pimples. pains, ſwellings, 
redneſs „diarhæa, diſtaſte, loſs of reſt, for which 
he had, in yain, made uſe for 12 years 'of different 
remedies. 
Mr. Cayron, merchant... of vapours, indigeſtion, 
loſs of ſleep, and diſorders of the ſtomach. 
Mr. Raynaud aged 70 years.. of an attack of 
the apoplexy, which diſtorted his mouth, affected 
his tongue, and render'd the left ſide of his body, 
void of ſenſation : this remedy reſtored it's activity 
to the former, as well as to the paralitick parts.

THE MANNER HOW THIS REMEDY SHOULD 
| BE USED. 


Tu Remedy contains volalile ſalts, which 
would diſſipate in the air, if taken in powder or 
infuſion: wherefore I thought it proper to make 
it up under the form of Bolus or Pills, in order 
to preſerve it's eſſential virtue. Theſe pills there- 
fore should be ſwallowed entire. 3 
The eaſieſt method of taking them, is to put 
them into the mouth, and to drink immediately a 
glaſs of lukewarm water, the firſt mouthful of 
which, makes them slip down the throat. Let the 
patient in this condition for half an hour, Afterwards 
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ler him drink four or five glaſſes of lukewarm water, 
leaving, if he thinks proper, an ſaterval between 
them , of a quarter of an hour. 'They may alſo be 
wrapt up in a water, moiſten'd with a few drops 
of water, in a ſpoonful of hony or broth , or any 
thing capable of making them ſlip into the throat, 
and drink immediately after a glaſs of lukewarm 
water, end in half an hour after that, four or hve 
glaſſes of the ſame water, as before preſcribed. 
Inſtead of lukewarm water, weak tea, broth, or 
an emollient ptiſan may be drank after the pills 
but the water is more natural, and favours more 
the action of the remedy. 

The diverſity of age and conſtitution does not 
permit us to preſcribe exactly the number of pills 
for each doſe; nevertheleſs there is no danger in 
taking more or leſs of it. It is not to be given to 
children until they are weaned; hut a dose of ten 
or twelve pills may be given to the nurſe, which 
refreshes her milk, and communicates a ſalutary 
virtue to the child, which cures him of his ailments. 
Jo weaned children it may be given in a ſmall 
ſpoonful of hony, to diſguiſe it, to wit. 

From one to two years old, 2 pills and after 
them a glaſs of water. 

From two to three years old, 3 pills and a glaſs 
ot water. 

From three to five years old, 5 pills and tuo 
glaſles of water. 

From lix to twelve, 8 pills and three glaſſes of 
water. 

And to all ſick perſons, from fourteen to eighty 
years of age and upwards, 15 pills, which number 
may be augmenred or diminished , according as the 
conſtitution of the body is more or leſs robuſt, or 


weakened, an afterwards the quantity of water a8 
is aforeſaid. 
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If the ſtools are too copious, the number of pills 
Should be diminished at the ſecond doſe , bur if 
they are not ſufciently ſo, they muſt be augmented 
by 3 or q and ſometimes more, according to the 
neceſſity. In urgent caſes, they may be taken from 
20 to 25 in the {rt doſe, in order to appeaſe all of 
a ſudden violent pains or inflammations. 
This remedy should be taken in the morning, 


faſting, four hours before you cat any thing, or if 


in the afternoon, three hours after dinner, or at 
Night before going to bed, three hours after ſupper. 
When it is taken at night, it permits the patient to. 
ſleep about ſix hours, and afterwards awakes him, 
when he has occaſion to go to ſtool. It is an indif- 
ferent matter whether it is taken in the morning or 
at night, Thoſe who make uſe of it, may chuſe 
the moſt convenient time for that purpoſe. Ir is 
adviſeahle that patients of a weak, delicate conſti- 
rution, or perſon; enervated by the diſorder, should 
take a bowl or cup of broth , atter every ſtool. 
Thoſe who are neither confin'd to their bed, nor 
weaken'd, may drink inſtead of broth, a glaſs of 
lukewarm water after each ſtool. This liquid always 
gives more activity to the remedy. 

This remedy is taken every, ſecond day, untit 
the ſick perſon is entirely cured. In chronick diſor- 
ders it should he continued ſometimes after che cure, 
in order to eſtabliſch the ſtare of health. During 
the treatment, the patient muſt abſtain from 
milk , cheeſe, green fruit, fait food, pork , 
or other high-ſeaſon'd aliments , and commit no 
excels in drinking, eating, or in the other functions. 
Moderation in every reſpect is the only regimen to 
be obſerved. Perſons who do not chuſe to loſe any 
of the time deſtin'd to their buſineſs, can take this 
remedy at night, and go abroad next morning; it 
the weather or their ſituation permits. 
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The uſe of glyſters is ſometimes neceſſary in the 
beginning, in order to facilitate the evacuauons 
They should be alſo given together with the reme- 
dy, in all inflammations, heat of urine, retention 
or ſuppreſſion of urine, inflammatory tevers , co-— 
licks , apoplexy ,. diarrhea , vertigo's, ditſentery 
and conſtipation. 

Theſe pills should be kept in their boxes, in a 
place which is neither too hot nor too moiſt, and 
inthe powder which is in the box. I his powder has 
no other virtue, than that of preventing the pills 
from ſticking one to the other. By obſerving theſe 
precautions, thyy may be preſerved during life, 
becauſe the ſubſtances which enter in to their com- 
polition , are of an incorruptible quality and nature.

Tue ſubſtances of this remedy are ſoon divided 


in the ſtomach and intettines, by its mixing itſelt 
with the digeſtive juices; their molt ſpirituous parts 


pierce tkry the orifices of the lacteal veſſels, and ſoon 


arrive in the others. Their analogy with the liquids 
which carry them, operate ſo mylHy on the folids, 
that its impoſtible for thoſe who have taken the 
remedy, to perceive the leaſt diſagreahle ſentarion, 
even by making the greqteſt attention. TI hey are 
necelſarity ſtopt, when they meet in their coutte 
coagulated bodies known by the name of concretion 
or coheſion, which oppoſe their paſſage: they then 
wrap them up; the infinite ſmallneſs of their par- 
ticles aſſords them admirtance in to the innetmoſt 
parts of theſe coheſions. I heir particles thus floa- 
tins internally, raiſe up ſeveral filaments primiti- 
vely twin'd together, and afterwards preiled one 
upon the other by their proper weight. Ir diftn-

The analogy of theſe ſubſtances, with thoſe that 
form our proper conſtitution , favours their admit- 
tance in the moſt dangerous ſtate of the moſt ardent 


* fever , in the moſt dangerous inflammations , and 
at the time that the patient endures the molt 


acute pains. 
The entire ceſſation of the diſorder depends on 


the greater or leſſer quantity of concretions , or 
vicious humours wherewith the patient is affected. 
When the number is few, a lingle doſe of the re- 
= medy is ſufficient to quell them; but when they are 
> multiplied and cloſely adhering, the firſt doſe gives 
relief, and afterwards the cure is compleated by 
its continuance.

RETENTION OF URINE , HEAT OF URINE,

W Hen the retention or heat of urine are cauſed 
by the ſtone, gravel, or carnoſities or fleshy ex- 
creſcences in the urethra, it can't be expected that 
this remedy should cure theſe diſorders; at moſt, 
it can hut ſuſpend the pains, and chirurgical aid 
is abſolutely neceſſary to compleat the cure.

plicated. It carries off the corroding matter which 
$ conſumed the part affected; it banishes the pain, 

inflammation , fever , and alſo the cauſes which 
convert the proper nourishment of the hody into a 
purulent humour. When the ulcer is verminous, it 
deſtroys the animals which age engenderd about it; 
ic corrects the virulence, viſcoſity, clammineſs and 
putrefaction; it entirely abſorbs the vicious humour, 
and frees the maſs of blood from it, when therein 
contain'd.
